WOR'v OF LOGGERS. 

How Pino Tr oa nro Drought 
to Market In the Northwest. 

Hauling tho Lo;a on S’ols to Dammed 
Rivin s -rormitloi of a Bo m. 

Tho logger.* harvest and means of 
getting his crop from the pineries to mar¬ 
ket is, perhnp*, ss littlo understood a* 
any other great industry in tho hind, 
s. ys the Ht. Paul Pioneer-I*reu. Even 
those residing in the logging district* 
w o are not engaged in the business, 
h ve little idea of how tho pine logs 
they see floating down the Mississippi, 
8 *. Croix, Chipp’wu, and other risers 
h wling from tho pineries are gathered 
i nd rafted. The piticric* of the north¬ 
west are located on and about the great I 
watershed where tho Mississippi, its 
tributaries, nnd tjio tributaries of Like 
8 ii|>orior find their source. The main 
shod, which divides the St. Louis, Little 
Block, nnd tho other rivers on tho north 
Bide from tho Mississippi, St. Croix, 
Chippewa, and other rivers on tho south 
side,has branch sheds ex.ending between 
the streams flowing south down to their 
confluence, nnd between tin* stream* on 
tho north side down to Lake Superior. 
The shed and brnuchos uro high enough 
to furnish bend for a strong current, nnd 
from tho head, lending down to tho main 
streams, nro a multitude of crocks, 
brooks and more ravines. These last nro 
nil utilized hy the logger*. A series of 
sluice dnin* nro constructed nlong each 
creek, brook nnd ravinn, antf each dam 
is put in shape in the fall ot the year to 
collect water for use in the spring. After 
the dnms nro repaired nnd in shape tho 
crews of men nro set to work 

cutting pines and piling the logs in con¬ 
venient localities. When tho snow 

comes tho work of hauling the piles in 
the pineries to tho dammed ravines ha- 
gins. For this purpose in in nso sleds, 
hauled hy four or six very heavy horses 
or oh many oxen, are used. These sleds 
are from twelve to fourteen feet wide, 
and sometimes as ninny us 100 logs uro 
hauled nt n load. The pile* of logs are 
seldom more than three miles from tho 
ravine, so that many loads are hauled 
hy each teamster in n day. Tho logs are 
dumped from tho sleds oil the ice nnd 
scaled. Healing is :i logger’s term for 
measuring a log to ascertain how ninny 
feet of lumber it contain*. Tho scaling 
is done hy skilled men, and with scaling 

uli|*p«rt or )c>n nif(M IDig logs cntltO 

from the pineries nil cut in uniform 
lengths —la, 10, 20, 24 nnd.98 feet, Tho 
cnli|>cr takes tho diameter of tin* log 
and indicates on the rule the number of 
feet of lumber according . to tho length. 
In tho spring the accumulation of water 
from tho fall and winter rain* and snows 
is Millieicnt to carry tho logs uwuy which 
huve been piled oil tho ice. 

Tho sluice-dams nro accordingly 
openod, and the work of driving begins. 
The driving process is accomplished hy 
crews of men who follow the logs as they 
float down to tho main streams and pre¬ 
vent or break log jams or gorges. Tho 
next ptaco of interest in tho transit of 
thu log is the boom. It is at tho boom 
that the logs nro put into hrai s to ho 
floated down to the rafting-grounds, 
placed iri raft*, nnd pushed by steamers 
down the Mississippi. A^ri. f descrip¬ 
tion of the St. Croix boom will give an 
idea of all thu large h mins of tho north¬ 
west. Tile 8 t. Croix boom commences 
four miles nnd n half below Marine, i* 
five mile* long, terminating two nml a 
half miles above Stillwater, and i* on 
tho west side of the main channel of the 
Bt. Croix river. It is practically an in¬ 
ch sure into which thu logs nro drivt-n, 
nude into brail*, let out at the foot and 
delivered to the owner*. Tho iuolosura 
is made iu this way: A row of piles, ex¬ 
tending above mod in m water about sev¬ 
en feet, line the west shore, and another 
row of pilu* lino the wesfc rcl ;o of the 
main channel. Attached to the row of 
piles are continuous fl mting wnlk*,inado 
of heavy, strong p'nnk*. Across tin 
foot of tho boom : s stretched n row of 
logs, fastened end to end, for the pur- 
pose of retaining all logs in tho boom 
until through with tin hi. The log*, ns 
they come down tho river nro driven in¬ 
to the enclosure by a crow of men sta¬ 
tioned at the head of tho boom. All 
along tho fl mting plank walk on tho 
shore side are men nt work tying with 
ropes thu logs together into brail*. 
Every logger has certain recorded marks 
which are placed on hi* logs ia tiro pin¬ 
eries. Tho men on the plank wulk nro 
nearly all divided into squads, nu ll of 
which places ull the marks of a certain 
logger in a brail. A few rods apart are 
ropes stretched from the piles along the 
shore to tho pile* nlong the channel. 
Hanging with their hand* to one of 
these ropes and stepping on the fl mting 
logs arc two or three men engaged in 
sorting out tho particular mur<ts wanted 
hy the squads nearest to them on tho 
walks making brails. Tho marks not 
wanted are pe mitted to fl mt by to the 
ropes below. 

ttthulncHH Due to Itvcayvil Teeth. 

Dr. \Y id mark, a Swedish auigeon, 
having a* u patient a young girl in whom 
he was unable to detect the slightest 
pathological change* in the right eye, 
but who was yet completely blind oa thnt 
side, observing considerable defects in 
the teeth, »ent her to M. Skogsborg, a 
dental surgeon, who fotu l that all tlte 
upper and lower molars were completely 
decayed, and that in in nny of them tho 
roots were inflamed, lie extracted the 
remains of thu molars on tho right side, 
and iu four day*’ time tho sight of the 
right eye begau to return, and on the 
eleventh day after tho extraction of the 
teeth it had become quite normal. The 
disused fangs oa the other side were 
subsequently removed, lest they should 
cause a return of the ophthalmic af¬ 
fection.

My journalistic career 
wn* short, sad and painful. I an now 
brooding o'er the painful past.

How Thoao Institution* arc 
Conducted In Franco. 

Run Entirely by tho Government for tbe 
Belief of the Impocun om. 

In the centre of a busy commercial 
quarter of Pari*—in the Hun dot Dianes 
Mantcaux—m a large five-story building 
with its windows nccurdy barred and 
wired, ns If something precious were 
contained within, with tho ever promi- 
nont words “Liberty, Equality, Frater- 1 
nity” carved on its walls, and over tho 1 
doorway of which, just under tho 
tricolor,may bn rend in large gold letter¬ 
ing “Mont do Pietc." Several repuhli- ! 
can guards walk about tho two largo ' 
courts within, and there are other signs 
of officialism, and that tho building in 
question is national property. It is, in¬ 
deed, tlie hrndqunrler* of tho national ' 
pawn-shop. With us, 'when' nn unex¬ 
pected crisis in oho’h financial affairs 
lend* him to temporarily get rid of smno 
of his personal property, ho cuphonisti- 
cnlly tells his friends that ho has been to 
his “uncle’s.” A Frenchman in similar 
straits visits his “aunt,” whose real nnmo 
throughout France is the Mont do Picte. 
A Fr nrhnuin will not sink nway sneak¬ 
ing y to his “aunt,” but, when nocewity 
requires it, will vi*.t her fearlessly and 
openly a* ho would the Eionmptc do 
Paris or tlm Credit Lyonnais, The Mon*. 1 
dc Pietc is indeed n bank, without cnpl- ■ 
tnl nnd without divid nd. 

Connected with the principd Mont do 
Picte there nro twenty auxiliary bureaus 
throughout the town; ami it is perhaps 
'about the only institution In Paris which 
is ojHjn all tho year round, fete days in¬ 
cluded. The director of tho concern is 
np|H>intcd by tho Minister of tho Interior, 
and tho nd min 1 st rat Inn is under tho di¬ 
rection of the Prefoct of tho Seine. Eight 
per cent, is charged ns interest on tho 
articles pledged. This charged is un¬ 
questionably high, Imt tho expenses it 
has to meet nro considerable. Tho 
money thus orquirod goes to pay nil thu 
expenses of management, thu erection ! 
and maintouAnco of building*, etc. At 
tho end of a year or fifteen months, if thu 
pledger does not respond to a communi¬ 
cation ho receives from the Mont, and re¬ 
new hi* pledge or t ike out his property, 
it is sold. Within the general adminis¬ 
tration of the Mont do Pietc there is nn 
army of officials called the“commissniros 
prisonm.” who valuo the property pledged. 
During la»t year llion) were i.hm niu*n ot 
unclaimed property, which .realized 217- 
037 francs. The commUsa res priscurs 
look after there sale*, nnd their charge Is 
five per cent. Bliould tho property 
sold bring more than it was 
originally valued nt, the owner gets tho 
difference, Imt he docs not lose through 
depreciation of value. Articles may ho 
renewed ml infinitum. At the immen*o 
storehouse m the It'ic des Blancs there 
arc articles thnt have been renewed for 
over forty years. One antiquated um¬ 
brella has l>ccn there since 182-S, during 
which time its va'uo has been paid four 
or five times over in interest. As a dif¬ 
ferent colored tieket is given each time 
a pledge is renewud, the umlirulln has 
long since exhausted nil thu colors of tho 
rainbow, and on the last occas on when 
the ticket was presented for renewal, the 
Monte do Picto mrvlo a present of tho 
venerable jmrupluie to the proprietor. 
After all tho exjieuscs of the Monte do 
Picte have 'been met, the balance, if nay, 
goes to tho public nuristrmre—tho relief 
of the poor. There ure between forty 
and fifty Monte do Pietes in Franco, and 
ull are manage 1 on the same principle, 
and are under thu care of the municipal 
councils. Outside the national institu¬ 
tion, pawn broking is prohibited in 
France. A .man was recently caught 
who ( urri''d on a succ awful ImsiueH* by 
buying up pawn ticket*, and ho will in 
due course lie puaiihed. 

Thu pnwmdiop is an ancient institu¬ 
tion. As early iin 1 IDK one was estab¬ 
lished in Liege. 1 1 the year 1402 several 
establishments, called Monti di Pictn, 
were started in Italy under tho caro and 
protection of thu church AM tho early 
Mont* de Ptetu were connected with 
churches or hospital*, and were n species 
of chnrituhle bulks, which charged no 
'interest.-— Pall Mall IJag.tto.

Dunp cotton 
H often tied about this stem* of tho 
flowors, but usuully this supply of moist’ 
uro i« too great for them when closed 
from the air, und causes decay.

I saw the other day, nays a writer in 
the Washington Herald } two of the most 
curious and interesting relics of tho 
greatest tragedy In American history. 
They nru tho pistol with which John 
Wilkes Booth shot President Lincoln 
and thu dagger ho held ia hi* hand when 
ho leaped from the box to tho stage of 
the theatre, crying “Sri: semper tyrannis." 
These relics nro preserved in n bureau of 

I one of tbe great departments of tho gov¬ 
ernment, nnd with them is tho buMct 
that struck Mr. Lincoln down. Tho pis¬ 
tol is tlie most interesting of the lot. It 
i* one of the kind known as thu derrin¬ 
ger, mule in Philadelphia, which was 
I very famous nil through the South nnd 
1 Southwest thirty years ago. Tlie oris 
1 in question is of beautiful, workmanship. 
It* barrel is only two inrhes in length, 
and the bullet weighs about a quarter of 
an ounce. Tho entire length of tho 
weapon is but four inclics. It* mount¬ 
ing is of silver, aud tho lock is ono of 
j the finest and most jiorfcct pieces of 
workmanship I hnvo ever seen, even in 
! those wcajKUi*, which are very cxitenrivo 
nnd elaborate. The bullet is inurh baV 
tered, nnd wu* evidently driven into tho 
! innzzie (for thu pivtol is a muzzle-loader) 
I by tho use of a m illet and iion loading- 
rod. Considering tho heavy charge of 
! powder under the bullet before it was 
fired, tho latter must have been only half 
an inch from the iiiuzz'e, nnd could easi¬ 
ly have been touched with one’s littlo 
finger inserted into thu barrel. Tho 
; marks of thu rifling in the barrel arc 
clcaily visible on thu bullet,which w«j 
very much flattened from striking tho 
skull. Altogether, u more interesting 
and ghastly curio I havo never seen. 
While handling the pistol 1 looked at 
j the end of the breech. I found there a 
rceop ncl® for percussion• caps, which 
had evidently been overlooked, and on 
I opening it I found a solitary cap, which 
B >otli had evidently put there himself, 
J intending, if by any cliatico the one on 
the tube of the pistol exploded whhuut 
firing it, to have auothcr ready to hu 
I hand.

AN INDIAN CUSTOM. 

How Canadian Indians An¬ 
nually “Kill ths Devil." 

Ridding Themtelves of the Evil One by 
Promiscuous Shotting. 

What all the preachers of Christendom 
have yet failed to accomplish la yearly 
done by tho Indians of the Itcstlgouche 
country—nt least, to their own intisfnc-’ 
tion. On St. Anne’s Diy every ywnr they 
“kill thc devil,” an achievement which 
would be greatly to their credit were it 
not that tin adversary seem* to como to 
life again every twelve months. At 
Bt. Antic's mission, opposite this town, 
writes a Campb llton (X. B ) corre¬ 
spondent of ths Boston Her .lit, there 
gathered yesbrday a in st motley nnd 
curious cr.»wrd. Tito steirn.T Admiral 
came up from Dilhruide, bringing som.* 
btindr.'d of Fr nrh and Iudiuii from 
along the !i w< r Quebec const as far as 
Gaspe. AH the M e-M ics werj in fete, 
for St. Anne’s Day is one of the great 
day* of their year. 

Over mouldy roads, past seor s of 
calmly w allowing or nuning swine and 
Pilings, tho parti-color *d throng pourod 
on toward the Mii*imi church. Smokod 
gift** "as essential to tlio comfortable 
contemplationtif the squaws. They wore 
neither hats nor bonnet*, but each dusky 
head was covered with the brightest of 
bright bandannas. II mdkerchiefs of 
vary.ng shades of red glowed everywhere 
in the sunshine, giving the effect of a 
poppy bed svhen >ovcral. squaws met or 
sat or fiquntto I together upan thc grass. 
Shirt* and jackets of brilliant hues put 
thc soberer costumes of white sisters to 
shnme, and even tl e men rejoiced now in 
red flannel shirt#, again in showy sc it fs, 
or gaudy jewelry, or hats dccorntcd with 
bright salmon flies. 

Presently up swaggered some young 
Indians, decidedly of the hoodlum type, 
carrying guns and pistols,wc;q>ons which 
would delight nn antiquarian. T..cy were 
flint-locks and muskets, which possibly 
dated from Queca Anne. One rusty bar¬ 
rel wns joined to n homc-nindc sto«*k, 
which had apparently been chopped out 
*>f n spruce log. 

AH this warlike nrrny meant the ns- 
siiling and utter destrucliou of the 
adversary, or, ns tho Mic-Maca have it, 
KViTUiie. *nn ilio ni'Ven* timt A a»*Vei 
ball was tin.light necessary for thc shoot¬ 
ing of witches j»r of animals protected by 
msgic, but the Mic-Macs conddor the 
nmmuiiition of the shops tffective 
against h s Sitali c M ijesty hiiuiclf. 

Now uud then some red-skined youtli, 
emerging from his cabin, discharged his 
gun into the air nud the scene wiih As¬ 
suming u Fourth of .Inly n*pcrt when a 
message came from the priest forbidding 
tiring for tii- present on account of tho 
crowd, the number ot horses tied along 
the road and the consequent risk of ac¬ 
cident, so the devil was reprieved for u 
time, but after the ceremonies in thc 
church were concluded the Indians cele¬ 
brated in their osvn fashion. 

'The destruction of Mundou is not n 
difficult matter according to the Mic- 
Macs. They tqqH'ar to hold that the 
devil is hovering in the air some tv hero 
above them. Not knowing exact y 
where lie may Ik», they take pains to tiro 
in every direction, riddling tho 
air towaiil every point of 
thc compass. Tho f.ivoiito way 
I of shooting him i# for two or more Indi¬ 
ans to cross tho barre's of their guns, 

, pointing upward, an 1 tiro nt the same 
| time. They rca-on that if the devil 
llodgcs ono disch <rg* he may blunder 
, into thc way of nuothcr. The fact that 
the devil remains disembodied does not 
seem to in ike him pro if against earthly 
j powder aud shot, and ro the Mir-Mues 
; load and fire as rapidly as possible in t‘ c 
1 laudable d s re of hitting tin adversary 
on the wing. 

There is something rather fascinating 
in thc idea of wing shooting nt this kind 
of game, nnd I earnestly hope that the 
Uproarious burning of ammunition was 
: not without n successful result. This j 
i curious custom of “rail ing devil” is of 
] course not practiced with tho implicit ' 
j faith Of former years, but the Fourth j 
I of July uproar continues. One feature 
| of the day has fallen completely into 
abeyance, that of feasting ^ipon roasted 
4log. It was usual with t io Mic-Macs, 
as with many Indian tr.bei, to houor 
thin occasion and other festivals by a 
j- banquet of dog, but for many years the 
| (log has been banished from tho b urd. 
Thc fcn.st Is still held, or rather there 
were two, one for the visiting priests, 
another for the Indians. 

Death In Boiling Steel, 

It is long since the newspapers re • 
corded any accident so horrible u* tho 
death of thu Woolwich ino’der who was 
overwhelmed by a cataclysm of boit.ng 
steel, and it i« n »t often that so strange 
a ceremony as the burial of poor Mori- 
uity is described i i black anil white. 
Tho fact U, tin |> >>r fellow now is | art 
of a OU-ton gun, iu which form he w.ll 
continue to s»i*rv<- his country. Yet, old 
ly enough, he w is buried yestorany. 
For soma ash*a and fragment* of cloth 
ing were collected from tho ingot and 
shoveled into the -coffin, .will’ll was fo‘- 
lowed to the grave by what is called an 
imposing cortege. This sole on but con¬ 
solatory farce calls to mind another case 
somewhat similar, which forms one of the 
ghastly legend* of Middlosborough. A 
laborer had tumbled head foremost into 
the fiery liquid, nnd nothing of him was 
left! But they ran a coffin full of slag, 
and held an inquest over it, and laid it 
in consecrated ground in the orthodox 
tuunucr. —-Hall \la<l GnutU.

Tlic method ob¬ 
viates decay and germination of tho 
tuIxT, nnd occupying a les# volumo 
tran-port will be cheaper and leas diffi¬ 
cult. The potatoes arc peeled by lua • 
chincry; next cnrcfully washed, sliced' 
into roun Is, and left for 20 minutes in a 
strong solution of kitchen salt. Tl 8 
brine induces firmness in the slices amt 
prevents their changing color—thus se¬ 
curing what sulphur does for fruit?. 
Later tho cuttings nre left to drain, 
placed in the drying apparatus on hurdlu 
shelves nud submitted to a temperature 
varying from 170 to 194 degrees 
Fahrenheit. They must remain a littlo 
longer in this hot buth than fruit. Be¬ 
fore using the slices have to be ateepe 1 
tw Ivo to fifteen hours in water, when 
they will become ipt .fresh and as flavory 
as new potatoo*.

“Dentistry is not what it is cracked 
up to be, nnd, although it pays big 
j profit*, many bill* for work done are not 
collectable. For this reason honest men 
• nnd women arc compelled to suffer for the 
| transgression of ’dead bents.’ I have a 
friend who recently sold n set of teeth for 
$05 which cost him exactly $16.20. By 
1 a set of teeth I mean upper ami lower 
sets. Tho teeth mentioned above were 
set on aluminum. Teeth set on rubber 
cost the patient $50 and the dentist $10. 
The prices given are average ones. Some 
dentist* who servo the ’best people* nsk 
even higher rate<. All dentists claim.to 
j do their mechanical York on their prenii- 
I scs. This is not so. Less than one-half 
of tho dentists in Brooklyn do their own 
work or employ mechanical men by the 
week. A larger part of the work claimed 
to be done by local dentists is performed 
by a half dozen mechanical dentist* who 
make a specialty of that branch of the 
business.” 

“What are mechanical dentists paid 
for their services?” I asked. 

“Eight dollar* per set, which includes 
upper and lower. The dentist so con¬ 
tracting for tho worn is obliged to fur¬ 
nish the teeth, which usually cost from 
$1 to $6 per set. Plain teeth are worth 
ten cents nnd gum teeth fifteen cent® 
each. The best teeth are made iu Phila¬ 
delphia and are sold at n branch of the 
manufacturing firm in this city. Den¬ 
tists try to convince their patients that 
teeth are very expensive, and that to 
innkc an upper and lower net take* two 
or three (lays. This is all humbug. A 
mcclinuical dentist who is a good work¬ 
man can make tlurc »cis in dwenty-four 
hours. Ycu can sec by the foregoing 
figures that patients pay good round 
prices for a man’s name or reputation.

A WaahlBfften Silk Factory. 

Considerable interest haring been 
aroused by the announcement of the es¬ 
tablishment of a silk factory at the Agri¬ 
cultural department, a Star reporter 
called upon Mr. Philip Walker, special 
ngent ot the division of entomology, who 
i« charged with carrying out the details , 
of the work, and elicited the following 
information: 

For three years past Congress has ap¬ 
propriated a sum of money to bo used by 
tho commissioner of agriculture in en¬ 
deavoring to establish tho cultivation of 
silk in the United States. Part of this 
money has been employed iu looking 
over the ground and making experiment* 
preliminary to the more systematic ones 
which it is now the purpose of the com¬ 
missioner to undertake. These new ex¬ 
periments will be conducted under the 
authority of a clause in the lost agricultu¬ 
ral appropriation bill authorizing the 
trial, at romc point iu the District of 
Columbia, of somo new machinery for 
reeling silk from tho cocoon nutomati 
cally. 

The silk Industry of the United States, 
in most of its branches, is one which hns 
been established upon a firm foundation; 
but for raw material of the best class tho 
silk throwster and weuver havo been 
obliged to sock foreign markets. There 
are two grades of this raw material com¬ 
monly called spun nnd raw silk. The 
former is produced from silk waste and 
pierced cocoon*, nnd, after preliminary 
operations of maceration ami carding, is 
spun somewhat after the manner of cot¬ 
ton. This ojieration has been success¬ 
fully carried out for sonic years by several 
important establishment* in Connecticut, 
Pennsylvania and elsewhere, and tho in¬ 
dustry nuy be said to bo firmly estab¬ 
lished. * 

But a* good unpicrccd cocoons are not 
used in this work there still remains no 
outlet in the United States for this pro¬ 
duct, nnd the officials of the department 
of agriculture have found that it was 
necessary, in order to make the culture 
of silk a success, that they should also 
assist in the establishment of n market 
for the choicest product of the silk-raiser 
—the whole or un pic reed cocoon. From 
these cocoons is produced raw silk. It 
is needless here to go into thu details of 
the process by which the continuous fila¬ 
ments of several cocoous are unwound 
ami united into a strong, elastic, and 
well-rounded thread of raw silk, though 
it is this kind of work that is to bo per¬ 
formed in the nnnex to tho agricultural 
building during tho comiug year.—* 
Wathimjtoix Star. 


FOR THE FARM AND HOME, 

Rweptot »>•« Tree*. 

When hoelug in tho garden among 
fruit trees, says the Xeu England Farmer , 
wo sometimes scrapo off somo of the 
looac, rough, mossy bark, but wo do it 
more for a change of posture or rest for 
the body, or to make the trunks look a 
littlo better, than with any expectation 
of helping the growth of tho tree. We 
lately camo into possession of a neglected 
orchard, and these remarks apply to this 
only. In our life-long cspcricnco hi the 
cure of orchard tre?*, wc have found no 
occasion for spending any time scraping 
or washing the trunks of trees, or of 
slitting the bark to give the tree room to 
grow. The ltural Xew Yorker , alluding 
to this subject, says: “Pray don't waste 
your time nnd strength in this way. If 
you give your trees good food to eat nnd 
plenty of it, and cut out whilo young all 
brandies that Interfere with each other, 
you have douo nil you ran do to promote 
their welfare. Leave tho rest to Nature.” 
The horticultural editor of the Country 
Gentleman al*o condemn* the pract.ro of 
scraping, believing it renders the trees 
more susceptible to injury from cold in 
winter.

‘I 
make niy boys burn up every plagued 
nest of them.’ 'So I supposed,’ I re 
plied. Aud that is why ycur clover seed 
fails you. Bumble bees make clover 
seed. 'You’re a crank ! You’re a crank f 
he exclaimed, aud looked nt me ns if he 
thought 1 was a fit subject for a lunatic 
asylum. And yet it is a fact that a 
strong nest of bumble bees, in a big clover 
field, is worth $20 to tho owner; for 
these insects nro the chief agents in fer¬ 
tilizing the blossom*, thereby insuring n 
a heavy crop of seed. In Australia there 
are no bundilo L©o« of our kind, and they 
could not raise clover seed there until 
they imported some bumblebees.”

linking Slate Pencils. 

In the northwestern part of the town 
of C'astleton, Ilutlaud county, Vt., is the 
only manufactory in the Uuitcd States of 
whito slate pencils. The stone as it 
comes from the quarry is first sawed 
into blocks from four to seven inches 
wide, according to the length desired 
for the pcucids. These are split quite 
easily with a chisel into slabs a little 
thicker than the fiuishcd pencils—say, 
5-10 inch. These are passed through a 
pluuing machine and over uu emery belt 
o make them flat, smooth, and of a 
uniform thickness of about U-10 inch. 
Next they are pushed into the jaw* of a 
“crocodile," which consists of a pair of 
steel plates, in thu under one of which 
arc six rows of curved knives, each set 
so ns to cut a little deeper than the one 
which went before it. These plough 
out parallel grooves half way 
through the slab, which a man then turn* 
und lay* upon a steel plate having ridges 
which just lit these grooves. This slides 
back under the six rows of teeth of a 
second “crocodilo” lying ia wait along¬ 
side, which cut the grooves on the other 
side, and leave the pencils side by side, 
even ' they are broken and rolled for an 

! instant to point them, upon an emery 
belt. A man can give this last touch to 
about 8,000 in a day. The average daily 
output is #'),000, and the mill gives em¬ 
ployment to somo twenty-five hands. 
The old plan wa* to saw out square pen¬ 
cils from the slab with a circular saw, 
one by one. These were boxed aud dis¬ 
tributed among poor families, who whit¬

1 Mil Kuitor:—I t wm not my inten¬ 
tion to way one word in rrganl to the 
ill fciding at Hast Weymouth towards 
the romniitt«H* on entertainment at the 
Coining fair of the W. A. I. Soviet); 
hut there has been *»o many falseluMwls 
and misrepresentations in circuiatiou 
that 1 feel it my duty, as chairman of 
that committee, to stty a few words.- 
And let me state right hen* that the 
Banger Base Ball Club has always been 
a fa\orit#*of mine, Imtli a** a club and 
ns gentlemen in tnemltership and man¬ 
agement, and it has always lieen my 
aim to favor them at all times. Now 
this whole diflh ulty aruse from a little 
misunderstanding on the i>art of the 
committee, which waa strengthened by 
the dub not calling upon them in pre¬ 
vious years to make arrangements. As 
soon a* we discovered that wi* were 
misinformed (after the contract had 
Ih*ch made as i>er programme), 1 called 
uiNui Mr. S|H’ar. who had the games in 
( barge, and tohl him we must have tin* 
Bangers and Bandolphs, and he was of 
t he same opinion. \\ c had f*V) t hat had 
not been used and so anxious was the 
committee to have them play that live 
men put their hands into their (HK-kets 
to the tune of $10 each and made the 
purse $ 100 . I sent to the manager at 
r’ast Weymouth, stating that if In* 
would conn* to my house on the 13th, a 
satisfactory game could la* arranged; 
but not hearing from him 1 telephoned 
to F.ust Weymouth and Bandolph for 
the managers to visit me on the evening 
of the 14th. Tin* manager of the Ban¬ 
dolph club arrived at 0 o’clock and he 
found Mr. Sjiear and myself in waiting. 
The manager said he would drive down 
to Hast Weymouth and bring the Hast 
Weymouth manager, hut 1 waited until 
nearly I o'clock and nothing more was 
heard from them, either by word or in 
I**rson. Now that was not showing 
much courtesy to one who had always 
favored them in the past, neither was 
it the way that manager Connell did 
business. Had In* been manager a good 
game could have been arranged, as tin* 
other clubs were willing to play at any¬ 
time the committee might fix. 

Aftei 4 I heard that the K. Weymouth 
would not play and that the Bandolph 
would like to play the Colored Nine ol 
Boston, 1 offered them the same chance 
and they replied, after criticizing the 
committee to quite an extent, that they 
would not play at the Pair, as they had 
promised tin* Hast Weymouth club that 
they would not play. Now how can we 
get clubs to play when they meet ami 
agree not to play, and are the commit¬ 
tee responsible lor it? 1 do not believe 
that the Banger It. B. club, knowing 
I them, as I do, to he fair men. would 
after taking into consideration the past 
record of their business with the com¬ 
mittee, fora moment think of getting 
up any kind of a time for the sole pur¬ 
pose of blocking the wheels of their 
own town fair, and the time is not far 
distant when all who take a hand in 
such a thing will deeply regret it. 

Now a few words in regard to the 
Band. As the Society lost a great deal 
of money at last year's fair the Directors 
(bought it best to have hut one hand 
this year. There were hut live of the 
Directors from the South part of the 
town of the eighteen present at the 
meeting, and a motion to hire the hand 
that would play tin* cheapest was made 
hy om> who does not live ill the south 
village, and was seconded hy a resident 
of another village, when it was voted. 
Mr. (». A. Howe was chosen a commit¬ 
tee, with instruct ions not to go out ol 
town for music, ami he states that the 
American Hand gave him their price as 
$110 for three days, lie then called 
upon the Weymouth Band, who said 
they could not give ligures for three 
days, hut would play one day for $tlo, 
or two days for $luO. Mr. Howe had 
no power to act differently from the 
vote of tin* Directors, and if the Kasi 
Weymouth people t lunk that the Amer¬ 
ican Band is the preference of the Di- 
rcctors because thp band reside in So. 
Weymouth, they arc laboring under a 
great mistake. So slight was the feel¬ 
ing in the south village that the night 
the committee on programme met not 
one knew what music Mr. Howe had 
engaged, and a person was sent to his 
house tor information. But very few 
people know how hard it is for a com¬ 
mittee to prepare an entertainment for 
a three days fair, and if any Hast Wey¬ 
mouth men would like to he on that 
committee, and will forward their re¬ 
quest to me, 1 guarantee that they will 
have the chance to act.

Just 
before the war he came north and pur¬ 
chased f 100.000 worth of hoots and 
shoe* which he sold on time all over 
the South and at the same time invested 
a very large sum in cotton. Then the 
War broke out and he ww never able to 
collect anything for his hoot* and shoes 
and to cap the climax, General Butler 
entered New Orleans and confiscated 
all his cotton. This mined Mr. Brig¬ 
ham’s financial standing, and it is be¬ 
lieved that he died a poor man.'

Poisonous Honey. 

A fr!cn<l tells us that the honoy made 
by bees ftotn the flowering shrub, 
Andromenda Mehun, popularly called 
"kill-calf,” is very poisonous. This 
plant is common in the sandy soil of 
Lone Island, and also from New Jeasey 
to Florida. It grows from two to three 
feet high, resembles the upland huckle¬ 
berry in appciirnm c and fruit, and is 
often mistaken fur it. A spoonful of 
the honey produces a burning, sensation 
in the mouth, throat and stomach, and 
produces vomiting nnd paralysis if much 
be taken. Although this plant if com¬ 
mon over much of the country, it is 
likely-that in most places it is. not so 
abundant as to furnish, much food lor 
I bees; but m Lung Island, m the neigh¬ 
borhood of our friend’s horn**, it grows 
extensively over several miles of land,

Treatment of n l»cg-blt«. 

Persons who have lx*cn bitten by dogs» 
whether mad or otherwise, should at once 
cleanse the wound very thoroughly with 
warm water. If the dog is believed to 
be mad, after cleansing the wound suck 
it with the mouth, so as to draw out as 
much blood und fluid from the part ns 
possible; continue this for sometime. If 
tliis cannot he done by the sufferer, then 
some friend should do it for him. There 
is not the slightest danger in this ope¬ 
ration unless there is some abrasion on 
the lip* or in tlic mouth. After this has 
been done, cauterization may be resorted 
to, but it is hardly necessary. To be 
doubly sure, let the bitten person take, if 
possible, Turkish baths two or three times 
n week for six or eight weeks. Tliis of 
itself is a very excellent preventative from 
its cleansing tff cts .—Her all of Health.

of a boat to an oyster bed will cause each 
oyster to close his shell. An oyster can- 
not see, and this knowledge of any out¬ 
side influence or pressure can only he 
attributed to its remarkable sensitive- , 
ness. A sudden cold sterm will make 
% f it oyster thin in n very short time. 

Oysters spawn nt different seasons, 
taking on fat rapidly. A planter under- 
Handing the business, having beds 
located in various depths of water, may 
aavcoysters in proper condition for tho 
table the year round, ft few feet in depth ! 
hastening nr prolonging the spawning 
period one or two weeks. 

Tho spawn of oysters make a thick, 
cloudy appearance in the water, which 
is scattered far and wide unless the spat 
find sumo solid body to which it can at¬ 
tach itself. Last season a lot of spat was 
carried by tho currents and tides from 
ihe spawning beds on the Connecticut 
roast'to the north shore of Long Island, 

. where they lodged on the gravel of a 
beach, where they were afterwards dis¬ 
covered, taken up and planted in tho 
private beds of planters in that section. 

That oysters can be grown in different 
duipcs is a wol'.-known fact to plautcrs. 
Planted thickly on a muddy bottom they 
will grow long and thin, while planted 
thinly on a hard or gravelly l>ottoin they 
will grow round and thick, and one can 
thus have his oysters shaped according 
to his taste. 

The principal kinds of oysters used in 
the New York market are Blue Points, 
Rockaways, Sbrowsburys nnd East Riv¬ 
ers. The Blue Points come from the 
south shore of I^ong Island, between 
Bellport and Bay Shore, and get their 
name from a peninsula called Blue Point. 
The taking up of Blue Points is pro¬ 
hibited by law until the 15th of Septem¬ 
ber. but as a prominent oyster dealer 
said : 44 Most of us manage to have a few 
on hand for our friends at least at tho 
opening of the season.”— Xet 0 York

The j 
Ujkitcil States’ consumption of raisins at 
present i* placed at fi, 000,000 boxes, or 
120,00 ),000 pounds. The yield of South¬ 
ern California in 1883 was about 473,000 
boxes, or 9,300,000 pounds, and tnoro j 
than a quarter of these were grown and 
cured m thu San Bernardino Valley. 

TUo ubiquitous croukcr is already bc- 
' ginuing to croak of over-stocked markets 
and low prices, but as “good wine needs 
no bush,” so good raisins will not look 
long for a market, and, as after all, tho 
area is very limited where they can b© 
grown and cured, raisin growers have 
nothing to fear in the future. 

Tho grapes grown for iHuin-curing nro 
the Morocco, Muscat of Alexandria and 
tlie Sultana, the Muscat bciog greatly in 
excess of the others, and in my estima¬ 
tion much su|>erior. 

It takes one ton of grapes to make 
about thirty boxes of good raisin?, and 
vinca in tliis district, three, four and 
five years old, will yield ten, fifteen and 
twenty pounds respectively to the vine; 
this is the average of a fairly good vine- 
\ ur>l.
